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THE MAJOR’S STORY. 


Major John Burgess, Who Once Raided 
' Georgia, 


18 BADLY WANTED IN SAN BERNARDO.

Savannah, Ga., August 24.—(Special.)— 
Major John Burgess, A. M., who dropped 


ago, and has since dropped silently out, 
much to the confusion of about twenty 
itors, to whom he owes in the aggregate 
about one thousand dollars, is remembered 
in Savannah as the professor who appeared 
in this city in 1881 and enlisted the aid of 
a number of Savannah merchants and lum- 
bermen in the building of the Georgia Mili- 
tary academy. This was a three-story frame 
structure erected on Abercorn street, near 
Forsyth park, which still stands. The 
building was built by the carpenter firm of 
Dorne & Cameron, who went to pieces in 
doing it, and the company who was pu 

up the cash lost money on the enterprise. 
When the building was completed Major 
Burgess opened in it a military school. It 
was a private affair, though an act of the 
legislature had been procured incorporating 
it. this school boys were dressed, drill. 
ed and trained a la West Point, and it 
was thought that the discipline afforded by 
mili codes would go far in training the 
youth in the way he uld go. 

The manner and causes of Major Bur- 
gess’s removal from Savannah are fe 
to many, as well as the causes of his non- 
success in conducting the Georgia Milita 
academy. Anyhow, after leaving Savan 
in 1885, Major Burgess went to Maryland 
with his staff of teachers and succeeded in 
opening a like schcol in one of the large 
towns in one of the lower counties. The ma- 
jor had not operated this long, however, 
when he and his staff began to be unpop- 
ular with the scholars, who did not relish 
the major’s ancient pedagogue idea of cor- 
recting crooks in the ways of the cadets 
with a stout rattayg, and especially did their 
increasing indignation find vent against one 
Professor Johnson, a thin individual with 
an erratic air and a long red set of whis- 
kers. The cadets, on one stilly night, cap- 
tured this learned master wandering outside 
the lines, and a party of them threw him 
to the ground, while a cadet artist, with a 
long pair of shears, rendered him suddenly 
bereft of his whiskers. 

This is a blow from which the school could 
not recover, and the institution broke up. 
Professor Johnson wandered away to grow 
new whiskers and Major Burgess went 
west to start a new schcol. His subsequent 
adventures are outlined in the following 
special from Los Angeles, Cal., and the 
story proves the major to be a very slippery 
eel. 

He turned up about two years ago in 
Council Bluffs, Ia., started a military school 
there and remained untii this year, when 
his creditors swamped him and he disentan- 
gled himself from thence and moved fur- 
ther west. ‘ | 

Five weeks ago he turned up in San Ber- 
nardino. This is a beautiful little town in 
the heart of the most prosperous and wealthy 
citrus fruit-growing regions in the southern 
counties. The idea of a military school is 
new here. Them is no such thing in the 
state, and the r, who at once set about 
starting such an institution, met with a fa- 
yorable reception and assistance on all 
hands. The major was dead broke. He had 
not even a trunk. He carried only a hand

Search was made for him and he was no- 
where to be found. When his room was ex- 
amined it was found that his valise was 
gone, but his hotel bill was unpaid. There 
were a number of 8 and envelopes in 
the room which had been forwarded from 
various places to K. Braxton Thomas at 
San Bernardino, showing that the major 
has lately been traveling under another 
name. 

The major did not carry away any mon- 
ey with him on leaving these parts.

jects for the church. Especially is this. 
true of the wageworkers who toil all the 
week and feel the need between church 
services on Sunday of the mental recrea- 
tion afforded by a good newspaper. These 
people are too weary during the week. to 
read a daily paper, and Sunday gives 
them their only opportunity to get in 
touch with the great spiritual, intellectual 
and social currents of the world 
they live in. 16 the . work- 
ingman, whose intelligence is brightened 
in this way, driven farther away from the 
church or-drawn nearer it? 

The old arguinents against the Sunday 
paper have been answered time and again. 
They apply with even greater force to 
the Monday paper, and, if they are to 
control, we should suspend both the Sun- 
day and the Monday issues. Try the ex- 
periment in our large cities, and ‘you will 
very soon see that you have suspended a 
work of charity and of necessity, News- 
papers directly and indirectly relieve the 
poor and the sick; they draw Christian 
people together and aid their work; they 
are an agency of the government itself, as 
the people of Tennessee realized during 
the recent insurrection when the Sun- 
day paper, by its timely warnings, saved 
life and property and promoted the cauge 
of law and ordér. In the near future the 
Sunday paper will be a still greater ben- 
efactor to mankind, 

If it is wrong to publish a newspaper 
on Sunday, after it was practically pre- 
pared on Saturday, is it not wrong to run 
street cafS, mail and passenger trains, 
ride in carriages and have cooks engaged 
in preparing three meals for the day? 

The Sunday newspaper is more innocent 
and useful than some of these occupa- 
tions. The main thing it does is to give 
the news. This embraces many things of 
vital importance. Our correspondent 
would not object to the hiring of a mes- 
senger to notify him on Sunday that his 
house was on fire or that a member of 
bis family was sick. Yet this messenger 
would be doing the work of the Sunday 
paper—transmitting the news. Some of 
the news printed in the Sunday paper 
tells people of the illness, the-death or 
the recovery of their loved ones, and its 
record of fire and flood and storm—of the 
progress of great movements of thought 
and ‘action directed by a Divine Provi- 
dence, all tends to make men wiser and 
better. a 

This is our view of it, but those who dif- 
fer with us have a right to their opinion, 


and we like them none the less for it. If 


they do not feel like making use of that 
great factor of civilization, the Sunday 
paper, that is their business, and nobody 
should interfere or seek to override their 
judgment. Such matters will regulate 
themselves, and it is not prebable that 
they will ever divide the public to any ap- 
preciable extent. |

Harold Frederic’s London letter to The 
New York Times states that the outbreaks 
in Pennsylvania, Tennessee and New 
York are exciting deeper feeling in Eng- 
land than in the United States. In fact, 
nothing that has occurred in America 
since the civil war has created a more pro- 
found impression. 1 

Mr. Frederic says that he does not refer 
to British newspaper writers, who are al- 
ways criticising us, but to the men who 
have been our lifelong admirers, and 
whose political instincts have been shaped 
by a sympathetic study of our institutions. 
A prominent Englishman.told The Times 
correspondent that he never really knew 
what despair meant but twice in his 
life; once when France tamely submitted 
to the coup d’etat of 1851, and the other 
time was when he heard of our recent in-

Over here we may laugh at the fears 
of our English friends, but they claim that 
they have closely analyzed the situation. 
They predict that the antagonism be- 


‘tween capital and labor will grow more 


intense and will result in extended dis- 
turbances. It seems to them that we have 
given our government and our political 
parties over to the control of monopolists 
and plutocrats, and we may expect to 
see in the future armed conflicts between 
the desperate masses and the hired sol- 
diers of the classes. 

Intelligent Americans, who are familiar 
with the history of the mobs and insurrec- 
tions in this country from the revolution 
down to the present time, will not lose 
their heads when outsiders talk in this 
fashion, but they will begin to seriously 
consider ‘the reforms best, calculated to 
prevent such’ lawlessness in the future. 
The government has been for a genera- 
tion in the hands of a rich man's party, 
and its policy & building up a few fa- 
vored classes is largely responsible for 
much of the discontent now prevailing. 
When this is better understood the organ- 
ized masses will make their power felt 
through their ballots, and the restoration 
of the just methods and simplicity of the 
Jeffersonian democracy will settle many 
of our vexatious problems, and with the 
return of our general prosperity nothing 
will occur to bring the contented classes 
and masses into conflict with each other. 

This is the hopeful American view of 
the matter, and we believe that it has a 
sounder basis than the pessimistic forebod- 
ings of our foreign frienas. 


The Three Essentials. 

Lord Bacon was not called the wisest 
and brightest of mankind without a 
good reason for it. 

More than two centuries ago this great 
philosopher and man of affairs wrote: 

“There be three things that make a na- 
tion great and prosperous—a fertile soil, 
busy workshops, and easy ‘conveyance of 
men and commodities from one place to 
another.“ 

These are three essentials of prosperity 
—a fertile soil to produce the raw material 
needed for food and clothing, busy work- 
shops to supply the manufactured arti- 
cles consumed by tile people, and easy 
transportation to facilitate the exchange 
of products and merchandise. 

If some one had suggested to Lord Ba- 
con that. transportation would be so con- 
trolled as to make certain cities pay higher 
rates for freight than other competing 
points he would have denounced such dis- 
crimination on the ground that it would 
destroy one of the three essential requi- 
sites of prosperity so far as the places af- 
fected were concerned. 

We have in this region the two first es- 
sentials, but we need the third—easy con- 
veyance of men and commodities, and no 
transportation is easy wien it discrimi- 
nates against the commerce of any city or 
locality.

Under the law a national bank is per- 
mitted to loan on ene name only 10 per 
cent of its capital. In the course of his 
examination by the senate committee, the 
president of the collapsed Maverick ad- 
mitted that he made out notes and caused 
them to be signed by clerks and men of 
straw. The notes were discounted with- 
out reference to the name or standing of 
the maker. In the Maverick bank the 
president kept about five clerks on the 
string to sign ‘notes. and thus evade the 
law, and he said under oath. that he 
thought that was the usual method in 
the Boston banks. He went further and 

said he understood it was the general 
usage. ees pind 
The banking capital of the Maverick 
was $400,000, and under the law the bank 
- could only loan $40,000 on one name. 
When the president or his coparceners de- 
sired to borrow more than $40,000 of the 
depositors’ money he merely called in his 
clerks and had four or five of them to 
sign different notes for $30,000 or $40,- 
000. . 
Mr. Potter insisted that this was the 
general custom in all the national banks, 
and he illustrated his statement by a ref- 
erence to the Chemical bank, of New 
York. The capital of that bank is, $250,- 
000. It has a deposit of twenty odd m 
lions, and a loan account of twenty gg 
millions. The president of the Mave 
declares that if the loans of the Chemical 
were restricted to $25,000 it céuld not do 
business. It is a generally understood 
‘thing that the banks violate the 10 per 
| cent loan law and the comptrollers wink 
at it. ree 88 ane 

This was ‘one of the troubles of the 
Keystone bank, of Philadelphia, and it 
seems to be a very weak point in the 
national bank system,. The noteholders 
are adequately protected, but, owing to 
this winking at the law, the depositors are 
very poorly protected. This has been 
demonstrated in the cases of the Key- 
stone and the Maverick, and in various 
other collapses that have occurred in re- 
cent years, 


The March of the Plague, 

The anxiety in official circles at Wash- 
ington over the reported prevalence of 
cholera at Havre and Hamburg is fully 
justified by the circumstances, and every 
city should get itself in first-class sani- 
tary condition without delay. 

The swift steamers between Havre and 
Hamburg and our ports may land cholera 
patients at New York, Philadelphia and 
Baltimore within the next few days, and 
when the scourge once gets a foothold it 
will spread. 

In 873 we had a touch of the cholera 
that was quite destructive in some locali- 
ties. Birmingham and several towns in 
Tennessee suffered seriously. Atlanta es- 
caped, and of the refugees who came here 
from the cholera districts not one died, 
although some of them had symptoms of 
the disease when they left home. 

But we should not feel too secure on ac- 
count of our past immunity. If any of 
our existing conditions inyite cholera or 
favor its spread we should go to work at 
once and stamp them out. The proper 
safeguards on a larger scale in the shape 
of a quarantine against European ports 
will doubtless be resorted to by the federal 
and state authorities, but even then, if 
the epidemic is heading this way, it will

“That letter of Major Stahlman’s,” said 
Major J. Van Holt Nash yesterday, is as 
misleading as it is ingenious. 

»In the first place, the Amercan Book 
Company can hardly be a bigger combine 
than the one represented by Major Stahl 
man himself, 

“An advantage in rates would be equally 
open to all publishers. The profits are paid 
by the local merchants, and not by the 
wholesaler. To illustrate: 

A Chicago book dealer goes to New York 
city and invests $10,000 with the American 
Book Company. Ag Atlanta dealer, who 
happens to be there on the same day, dupll- 
cates the order. They pay identicaily the 
same price, and both are allowed an equal 
discount of 20 per cent. Now, these men 
have to ship their purchases home—a Bbup- 
posed weight of, say, 8,000 pounds. Upon 
this the Chicago mah pays a freight of $600, 
while the Atlanta man has to plank down 
$012. Both cities are equally distant from 
New York city. The Chicago man has it 
in his power to sell his books cheaper than 
the Atlanta man, because the profits give 
him $312 fo play on. ; 

“But perhaps Major Stahlman will say 
that since the differeuce does not ge to the 
New York man, it does go to the loca! deal- 
ers, and not to the children. Now, the local 
dealer is a very good man to encourage, 
but the spirit of competition may te relied 


on to bring the prices down. It werks that 


way in every other line, and there is no rea- 
son why it should not in books.

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Marietta Jail 
WITH KILLING MRS. LOONEY. 


Strong Cases of Circumstantial Evidence 
Against the Boys—Old Men Smith 
May Prove an Alibi 


Just as the first gleam of dawn bright- 
ened the eastern slopes. of the vo Kenne- 
saws yesterday morning Sheriff McLain 


having in custody seven prisoners, whom 
they had arrested during the night. 


from a sleepless night and exhausted by 4 
long journey, the party presented a weary 
and bedraggled appearance. 

The villagers were just out of bed and 
no signs of life were presented on the 
streets. Past the homes of the just awak- 
ing humanity the wagondtte rattled 
heavily over the uneven streets, bearing its 
load of human freight. 

The wagonette drew up in front of the 

3 . McLain and his assistants 
took out seven handcuffed prisoners, and 
in a minute’s time had them behind the 
bars of the county prison. 

Who They Were. 

The prisoners were John Smith, a man 
about forty years old; his three sons, Cap, 
John and Harry Smith, of ages ranging 
between eighteen and fifteen years; Dock 


and Odie Turley, two brothers, who live 


near the Smiths, and John B. Smith, who 
is not related to the other Smiths arrested. 

All these parties live in the immediate 
neighborhood of Mrs. Looney’s home, and 
as is well known, the Smiths have from 
the first bin suspected of the killing, and 
as it was found upon investigation by 
Sheriff McLain that the two Turley boys 
were with the Smiths at a still not far 
from where Mrs. Looney was killed, he 
decided to arrest the entire crowd. 

Sheriff McLain has strongly suspected 
the Smiths from the first, but would make 
no arrests until he had investigated the 
killing to his own satisfaction. He spent 
two days and a half at the seene of the 
killing, and gathered many points that will 
help him materially in strengthening the 


arrest. 
A Monotonous Journey. 

As was told in yesterday’s Constitution 
Sheriff McLain left for the scene of the 
murder accompanied by Deputies Moon and 
Parker at 5 o’clock ‘Tuesday afternoon. 

Mrs. Looney’s farm is eleven miles from 
Marietta, in a northeasterly direction, and 
the te that lay before the sheriff was ex- 
tremely rough. The naturally rough con- 
dition of the road had been aggravated b 
the recent heavy fall of rain and whic 
was still falling and running in great 
sluices down the steep hillsides. Over the 
muddy hills and through the dark patches 
of woods thas, at frequent intervals, skirt 
the roadside, the sheriff's team plodded 
wearily on. 9 

Darkness came and the journey was still 
not half ended. Progress was slow, and it 
was an hour after dark when the sheriff 
arrived at the deserted home of Mrs. 


Looney. 
The Arrests Made. 


Back of this place, almost a mile away 
was the home of old man John Smith and 
his boys. It was reached by a winding 
path which leads almost by the spot where 
Mrs. Looney was found murdered. 

The Smiths were found at home asleep 
and submitted quietly to their arrest. They 
vere bandcuffed together and then the 
Turley boys and the other John Smith were 
arrested. None of the boys offered resist- 
ance, nor were they surprised. Since the 
murder it has n common their 
neighborhood that they were su ted and 
they have been expecting arrest for several 
days. They rode back to Marietta, each 
maintaining a severe silence. 

e In the Jail. 

None of them weakened at sight of the 
iron bars, although one of the prisoners was 
only fourteen years old. They would talk 
but little, but each declared for himself that 
he was innovent. 

Old man Smith sent at once for Mr. John 
B. Mosely; a local attorney, and employed 
him to defend himself and three nore 

He is emphatic in his denial of knowl- 
edge of the crime. 

Willi Prove an Alibi. 


While the case against his boys is strong- 
ly jsup by circumstantial evidence 
there is little to warrant the arrest of old 
man Smith. 

From the present appearance of things 
he will easily prove an alibi. According to 
the statement of several witnesses he Mt 
the boys at the sawmill on the Sunday of 
the killing to watch the oxen and he went 
to his home in Obeickee county, five or 
six miles away. | 

He claims that he can prove that he 
was in Cherokee county all day on the fatal 

The seven prisoners will be given a com- 
mitment hearing early next week. 

Sheriff M n is being complimented on 
all sides upon the excellent work done by 
himself and deputies in working up the case 
against the Smiths and Turleys.

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COMPTROLLER GENERAL WRIGHT'S act |

It seems that Receiver Comer gave in 
the returns for the road at a much, smaller 
valuation than they were based upon last 
year, and when he looked into the matter 
pretty thoroughly he refused to accept the 

returns ag correct or just. 

Consequently he assessed the road him-. 
self at $1,948,750. 

This displeased the Central's authorities 
and they made an appeal against the de- 
cision of the comptroller general. The re 
sult was the appolutment of a beard of ar- 
bitration, consisting of Captain R. G. Flem- 
ing, Who represents the railroad; Hon. 15. 
ler Peeples, who represents the state, and 
they have chosen Hon. Joe Was as um- 
pire or middleman of the boa 

They will take up the work that is be- 
fore at an early date, going thorough- 
ly into the details that must necessarily 
— to a satisfactory and equitable settle 

t of the question. ‘The purpose of the 
ail . is to arrive at a safe adjustment 
of the real valuation that measures up the 
property of the Central. 

Hon, Tyler. Peeples, of Lawrenceville, 
who represents the state on the board, 
was seen yesterday by a representative of 
The Constitution while be was in the city 
on business pertaining to this yery settle- 
ment and when asked about the differences 
existing between the road and the state, 
Bad this to say: 

“I have not posted myself thoroughly

No Very Great Damage Was Occasioned 


by the Storm—It Was Heavier in At- 
lanta Than Anywhere Elise. 


— — 


It was certainly a cloudburst—or some- 
thing worse. 

Atlanta has rarely seen such a shower 
as the one that pelted her streets yester- 
day afternoon. 

For more than an hour the rain descended 
in torrents and the city was fairly 
by the storm. 

Several embankments were fearfully 
washed by the heavy descent of the shower, 
but no injury of any consequence was oc- 
casioned to the railroads entering the city. 
One or two houses in the western part of 
the city were undermined*by the accumula- 
tion of water bearing upon the foundations, 
but nobody was hurt and the injury can 
easily be repaired... Flower gardens were 
badly torn up and the blossoms scattered 
over the ground by the pelting rain. 

The Damage to the Traction Company. 

The worst damage, however, was sus- 
tained by the Atlanta Trattion Company. 
For nearly three hours the cars stood idly 
upon the tracks unable to move an inch. 
They were crowded with passengers who 
remained on board, expecting every minute 


that the current would be renewed and the. 


train would start off a They waited 
from 5 o'clock, the time en the storm 
began, until 7 o’clock, and stil] there was 
no sign of electricity. Their patience gave 
out and the people at home began to wonder 
why they did not return. Night set in 
with its heavy pall, aud still the cars had 
not moved. The rain, however, had ceased 
and several of the passengers put out in 
the dark for their homes. Finally a tre- 
mor came over the wires and a spark flew 
out from the trolly. The car began to move 
and it started off with a rush. The crowds 
reached home about 8 o'clock and were 
gteeted with mahy congratulatiaus upon 
their safe arrival. 

The cause of the stoppage was the over- 
flow of the boilers at the plant. They put 
out the fire and no electricity could be gen- 
erated until after the furnaces had been 
cleared and a new fire kindled. The work 
required considerable time and nearly two 
hours elapsed before the current wus suffi- 
ciently strong to move the cars. 

It was the heaviest. rain that has fallen 
in Atlanta for several months and was 
heavier here than in any other point in the 
state. The rainfall during the two hours 
in which the storm lasted was 1.46 inches, 
and for ten minutes during the heaviest part 
of the storm thé rainfall was more than 
a third of an inch. 

The maXimum temperature yesterday 
was 85 degress and it fell to 70 degrees 
just before dark, thus making a difference 
of 15 degrees during the course of the af- 
ga 

He Took to the Water.

The 
state treasurer, who takes the train for his 
home in Newton county every evening, was
